The 
reports of the fire up town at the time 
the alarm was souuded were some- 
what exaggerated, as they always are 
in tbe heat of excitement. Messrs. 
Green & Robertp, are very fortu- 
nate indeed, their factory having nar- 
rowly escaped destruction by flames 
on several different occasions within 
the past few months. The workmen 
had scarcely ceased work for the duy 
when the alarm was sounded. Oper- 
ation will be resumed to-day, and no 
delay whatever, will onsne from the 
blaze.
